Ar this house, after Intrigue, we had Sweethearts and Wives, in 
which Liston’s Billy Lackaday kept the audience in constant laughter ;

true characters, and the most affected habits, and passes from the 
simplest rustic to the most conceited pretender, with undiminished 
easiness of attainment; his Billy Lackaday is one of his happiest 
efforts, and last night he ‘played ‘with great spirit. Mrs. Humby*im- 
parted to the character of Laura a quiet humour, peculiarly her own, 
but failed to give sufficient archness to the song, “ Why are you wan- 
dering here, I pray?’ Miss P. Glover, as Hugenia, was pathetic 
and interesting ; ber last scene deserves higher praise—it excited the 
deep interest of the audience. The rest of the characters were well 
represented, if we except Mrs. Waylett, who seemed to forget that 
she was representing a chargcter, but occupied herself wholly with 
smiling at the audience, and shaking a profusion of ringlets, ill enough 
adapted to her dress and character, ’ T'wixt the Cup and the Lip 
followed.—The house was very full. 

















Guglish Opera-House. 

Last night, the opera of The Barber of Seville, was performed at 
this theatre, to a very crowded house, and we should consider it al- 
most invidious to particularize any one character in it; they were all 
so very admirably sustained, were it not that the acting of a few of 
the performers calls: for our particular notice; and as the first, we 
will say of Miss Paton, that we scarcely could find another actress of 
the present day who could sustain the character of Rosina in so supe+ 
rior a manner ; she gave all her songs with euch wonderful execution as 
to call forth incessant bursts of applause ; the serenade between her 
and Fiorrello (Mr Pearman.) was given with great feeling and pathos. 
«* An old man would be wooing’ was. sung with great skill, and was 
loudly encored. Figaro, the barber, was very well sustained by Mr.

Farley appeared 
as Saladin and Sir Mark Chasé, anda canine performer “ from the 
Theatre Royal Drury Lane, his first appearance in that country,” as 
the noble hound Roswald.* The Gallant Colonel’s love of acting costs 
him a trifle now and then ; on the oceasion alluded to, he defrayed the 
expenses of scenery and machinery,—of bringing down Farley from 
Covent Garden, and his “ brother actor,” from Drury-lane, and every 
other insignificant item connected with the affair, forming altogether a 
paltry total of £800. only! (a mere bagatelle.) We arc inclined to 
believe that were it not for the occasional but very effectual assistance 
thus afforded by the gallant Colonel, and his friends, the Treasurer of 
the Theatre would have a very snug easy birth of it, as far as “ re- 
ceiving” goes, for the Cheltenham folks are not play-going people, and 
the visitors, fashionable and otherwise, prefer the delights of the As- 
sembly-rooms, or a cool walk in the promenades, to being confined in 
a narrow Theatre, to witness the performances of a Company not re- 
markable either for strength or talent. —British Press.
